And when He Comes and Deſcends, and no Longer-Sits at the Right Hand of God,' Then God

 Feveral, viz. Six Thouſand Years before ir, but as cach, one day ; fo making that Day of Judgment 
- 4 Sabbatical Day, or'Sabatiſm- Rev. 20. wv. 2.10 8..2 Pet. 3.8. 
©. But ſeeing, as hath been faid ; The Living Remaining Saints have a State in this Kingdom 
of Chriſt in the New Earth, even as the Saints dead in Chrift, have in the New Heavens; How 
- can{o long a ſpace, as ofa Thouſand Tears, conliſt with the Apoſtles Doctrine, 1 Cor, 15. 52. 
That ſpeaks, as of acloſe-Connexton betwixt the Dead being Kaifd, and the We of the Saints 
 heipg Chang'd. For ſaith He, Behold, I ſhew yuu a Myſtery, We ſhall not All dye, but we ſhall All 
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} be chang'd in a moment, in the Twinkling of an Eye, at the laſt Trumpet ; (For the Trumpet ſhall 


Jound) and the Dead ſhall be Rais'd Incorruptible, and we ſhall be chang'd into Paradiſical Bodies, 
as Adam's before Sin : All asit were in one moment ? 

A. The Apoſtle ſhew the ſuddenneſs and Immediate effet of the Power of Chriſt, in both 
Raiſing the Dead, and Changing the Living ; but the ſo cloſe Connexion betwixt the Ras/ing, and 
the Catching up the Changed, does not thence follow : For within the Time of Jobn's Seventh, 
and laſt Trumpet, when the Kingdom of Chriſt Begins its Succeſſion, and which contains all from 
that Kingdom of Chriſt ſo beginning, and its being Deliver'd up ; The Dead ſhall be Rais'd, and 
the Living chang'd, and after caught up, but at ſeveral diſtances of Time : For the Apoſtle ſays, 
the Deadin the Third Perſon ſhall he Rais'd, and We in the Firſt Perſon Changed ; To ſhew the 
We of Saints of the Firſt Perſon, are of a different State and Order of Time in being Caught 
up, though not in being Changed, from the Dead #n Chriſt, that ſhall be Rais'd. 

Wn ho does not ſeem that this change of Perſons can bear the weight of ſo Great a Point

A 1allow it, if there were not that Sreat Conſenting Scripture, 1 Theſ. 4. 17. where the 
tle puts the ſame in%79, or afterwards, betwixt the Saints dead in Chriſt, at the c_ of 
Chriſt Riſing firſt ; and the Living Chang'd, Caught up ;, that he had put betwixtthe ReſurretFion 
of Chriſt, and his Saints Riſing at his Coming ;, which he hath made as great adiſtanceas 1900

tweenthe Rai/mp and Catching up the changed Saints, they,render the ſame word imum, 1 Theſ. 
4-17. CThen] which ſignifies often with us the ſame moment ; but this varies not the Truth of 
Things, and of Scripture. 

Q, How is the State of the X mgdom of Chriſt, bounded at the Period or End of it? 

A. By the Saints Living and Remaining, being Caught up to Chriſt in the Air, by the Subdu- 
ing the laſt Fnemy Death, and by the Delivering up the Kingdom to God All in All; So that the 
Coming of Chriſt, and his Appearance in. and at his Xingdom, the Dead in Chriſt Riſing, His 
Saints, the We left Living, and the Judiciary Sentence on his Enemies to be bis Footſtodl at the Be- 
ginning ; and theſe great Pillars at the End, bound at each Point this Greateſt Oeconomy of the 
Fulneſs of Times ;, and not only diſtinguiſh, but exalt it far above al other time; And herewith 
admirably agrees the whole State of Things in the laſt Trumpet of the Prophecy of the Revela- 
#i0n,, wherein we have ſeveral Expreſſions of the Kingdom of Chriſt, or his Taking to Him his 
Great Power, and Reigning : The Heavens open to Him with his many Crowns, and the Title or 
Name on bis Veſture, and on his Thigh, King of Kings, - Lord of Lords ;, His Reigning and his 
Throne in the New Jeruſalem ;, The Time of the Dead being ]udg'd, and Rewards Givenao All that 
Fear d bis Name, Great and Small, and the deſtroying them that deſtroy'd the Earth, A Voice Come 
mands to write the Bleſſedneſs of All the Dead in the Lord, and their Sabbatiſm ; Tea, from hencc- 
forth, or Immediately ;, Chriſt with a Crown, and on a White Cloud, giving down its Dew, as the 


Dew of Herbs, that the Earth may diſcloſe its Dead, &Cc. and reaps bis Wheat with his*own Hand, - 


and gathers by his Angels the cluſters of the Wicked, to caſt them into the Wine-preſs of the Wrath of 


God; which He coming in bis Kingdom Treads ; and Slays or Condemns with the word of his A7outh . 
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' All the wicked, Small and Gyeat ; Chains and Seals up Satan into the Bottomileſs-pit, the mal 
all his Enemies his Footſtool ; while at the ſame time there are the Nations of Them that are ſave 
viz. of the Living Remaining ;, And this Kingdom laſts till the Living Remaining are caught up 
to /it with Chriſt on his Throne, as He ſat down on His Fathers Throne ; and the Devil, the Dead, 
Death, and Hell, are caſt into the Lake of the Second Death ;, which is the Subduing the Laſt Ene- 
my, Death; at which Heaven and Earth flie away from that White Throne of Pure apd Liquid:

@&*c. C.14.13. tothe End, E.1g. C.20, all along. - All which are admirable Correſpondencies 
with all the former Scriptures, and their high Importance already given. And'Thus the King- 
dom of Chriſt is from the Firſt ReſurreFion, the Firſt, becauſe at the Beginning of the Kingdom 
of Chriſt ; and the Second Death the Second, becauſe at the End of the Kingdom of Chriſt ;, For 
the Firſt Reſurre&ion hath properly no Second, but is All One Refurreion, from the Firlt Ri/2ng 
of the Dead in Chriſt, to the Living Remaining Saints caught into the Partakerſhip of it; And the 
Second Death hath no Firſt, but is all one Death, from the having no part in the Firſt Reſurreion, in 
the Holy City, and no Right to the Tree of Life, to the caſting into the Lake of the Second Death : 
So the Firſt Reſurre&ion and Second Death, are only oppos'd, as Firſt and Second. 

Q, Isthereany other Scripture-Repreſentation of this State of the Kingdom of Chriſt, that 
may Evidence it to be ſuch a peculiar Diſpenſation, that hath never yet been, and that ſhall be 
yet,. before the Giving up the Kingdom to God all in all? 

A. There is that Great One; The Time of the Reſtitution of- all things, viz Of the whole 
Creation Deliver d from the Bondage of Corruption into the Glorious Liberty of the Children of God, 
Rom.$.21., which is at the ſame Time with the Re-Zivening (which we Tranſlate, A&s 3. 19, 
Times of Refrefhing ) the Deadin Chriſt ;, or as the Apoſtle John, Rev.20.4. calls it, the Souls Ls- 
ving: And This muſt be what never hath yet been; For it muſt be, when Jeſus before Preach- 
ed, and whom the Heavens muſt Receive, till He be Sent, and Come ; which weall acknowledge 
hath not been yet ; and yet muſt be before the Kingdom Deliver d up : For then the Reſtitution: 
ſhall be Deliver'd up alſo. There is alſo the New Jeruſalem, which. according to the Campare 
of Ezekiel in the 1ſraelitih Deſcription of things proper to the Old Teſtament, and Jobns, pro- 
per to the New Teſtament, Aſſure, There muſt be ſuch a State of Things, as never hath yet 
been; And in Regard of a Higher State, where the Throne of God and the Lamb are; and 
Thoſe who Immediately, as being in their Preſence, Eat of the Tree of Life, and drink of the 
Water of Life; and-in regard of the Nations Saved and Heal:d; muſt be a State above and 
below k _ ſo before the Kingdom Deliver'd up to God and the Father, when He is 
All in All. - 

©. This being a very Great Point, and fo Differently Expounding thoſe Fundamental 
Points of the ReſurreFion, and of the Day of Judgment, as in the Kingdom of Chriſt ; There 


need, beſides the given Proofs of Scripture ; which are generally Explained ſo, as to Reach no. 


further than the Common Expoſition of theſe DoQrines, Great Accounts of Scripture-Rea- 
fon, drawn from the moſt Intimate Sence of it, to Eſtabliſh ſuch an Expoſition ? 

A. There are Exceeding High Accounts from Scripture-Reaſon, of the Manifold Wiſdom, 
Holineſs and Juſtice of God, in this Grand Oeconomy, or Diſpenſation.

is the very Croſs- Handed State of Evi tothe Servants of God, and of the Proſperity of Wicked- 
Men, that no Man knows Love or Hatred by all that is before bim;, Not in the State of Spirits #7 
Hedven above, or in Priſon below : For alt Scripture-Reaſon makes it moſt Evident, there can- 
be no Appearance without a Reſurredion ; Not in the State of Eternity : For then God All in Alt, 
as the Higheſt Glory, ſwallows up the Leſs; when God is All in All, the Sox is ſubjef., There 
muſt be therefqre a Diſtance of the Rainbow = Emblem of Chriſty Kingdom) from the Sun, 
that its Beauties may be ſeen ; ſo the Glory of Chriſt in-his Zmene Nature, and of his Saints

2, AFuture State of Happy Spirits, might be ſuppoſed without a Reſurreion, as well as a 
Stateof Spirits in Miſery without a Reſurred10n ; Now the Apoſtle luppoſes a State of Spiri:s in 
Miſery, though there be no ReſurreFion of- the Dead.

Q. Whydo you call this the Higheſt Scripture-Account of the Kingdom of Feſus Chriſt ? 

A. Becauſe that whickisthe Higheſt and Laſt Means to the Higheſt and Laſt End (which 
Higheſt and Laſt End gives Value and Reaſon toall Mcans) Receives the Higheſt Reaſon, and 
the moſt Abſolute Neceſſity for it ſelf, from that Laſt End ; Now lt is moſt evident and cer- 
tain from the Apoſtles diſcourſe, The Kingdom of Chriſt is the Higheſt and Laſt Means to the 
Laſt and Higheſt End: It is the Higheſt; becauſe it alone is thought worthy to Touch and At- 
tain that End; andit is the Laſt, becauſe no other comes between it and that End : For when 
in this Kingdom Chriſt hath fully declar'd God's Name to the Saints, and put down all Rule, Au- 
thority and Power, in order to God's being Alſin Al; Then in the Higheſt and laſt AR of Subs 
duing, or Caſting\Death and Hell into the Lake, and alſo in the Higheſt AQt of declaring the Name 
of Ged, it delivers nf it ſelf, and is ſubjef, that God may be all in all. John 17.26, 1 Cor. 15. 28, 
54, &c. Rev.20. laſt. . 

Q. If the Kingdom deliver'd up to God and the Father, be the Laſt End, It muſt bean End be- 
fore all Oeconomy, or Diſpenſation of Means, For the End muſt be before all Means; How do 
you ſtate this ? _ 

A. It muſt needsbe ſo, even before Creation it ſelf, and therefore we read ſo often of the 
Purpoſd of God before, or from the Foundation of the World, Ephel.1. c.3. And it contains theſe. 
two things, as not of Free Diſpenſation, but of Abſolute Neceſſity. 

1. That the Eternal Reſt of all Created Beings, can be only in Vmon to the Father, the 
Werd, the Spirit, who are One, and who Inhabit Eternity ; Creatures therefore below-being ca- 
pable of this Union, as all, which have not Underſtanding, are Annihilated ; And Creatures. 
of Underſtanding, Angels and Men, can be no other then miſerable in the loſs of this Union, 
Hell therefore the loweſt Late, lies in departing from God, ſat.25. 45,46. 

2. The Eternal Union, if there be ſuch an Vnton (which 1s of Free Grace only ) can be only 
by Ged to Ged, and ſo muſt be by the Eternal Werd, through the Eternal Spirit, to the Father « 
Now among all the Varieties of Diſpenſations, wherein theſe Grand Ends, which upon the 
ſappolition of Creatures Fternally Happy, are Abſolutely neceſſary, are brought to pals by 
Infinite Wiſdom and Power, the Kingdom of Chriſt is Supream in the Order of Means or 
Diſpenſations, as is evident, in that It is the Laſt, and ſo Supreme. | 

O. If the Kingdom of Chriſt be the Supreme Diſpenſation and Means, It muſt then bein the 
Eye of God, before any other Means or Diſpenſ-tten : And if Creation be but Diſpenſation, in 
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order to the Supreme End of God, being all 1mgll; the Kingdom of Chriſt muſt be in rhe Eye of >

A. And fo the Scripture always Repreſents it: The Lamb had the Book of Life for his King-

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O. But are not theſe things to be underſtood of Chriſt, as He. is the Eternal Word, and not 
a$ in our Vature ? | | 

A. They are all proper to the Eternal Word, not by way of Free Dsſpenſation, but Abſolute- 
ly and Eternally ; and to the Eternal Word in our Nature, by way of Free Divine Diſpenſation, 
in order to the Union of all created Beings of Underſtanding, to God all-2 all. 

©. Wherein then ſtands this Diſpenſztion ? TT, 

A. In that the Eternal Word, far above Anzels, Principalities, Powers, became lower than the 
Angels, by becoming Man ; and ſo comprehended the whole Created IntelletFual Nature, that 
He might be the Head of the whole, in their Union to God ;, And that im Him they might All 
be Reconciled to God, with the whole Inferior Creation; (which having ſerv'd the Glory of the, 
Creatcy by Jeſus Chriſt, they fly back into their former ſtate of Nothing in themſelves, but in- 
deed are return'd into the Divine Immenſity) and Angels and Men be United to God for ever, 
Epheſ.1.10. Col. 1.20.

Q. How did Chriſt appear in this Diſpenſation for an before his Fall? 

A. If God charges even the Holy Angels with Folly, ſo that the Heavens were not Clean in bis 
ſoght, how muchleſs Men, whoſe Houſes are of Clay, and whoſe Foundation 18 in the Duſt? There 
muſt be therefore a Proſpet in the Divine Eye, of their State in a Mediator, and as in Glorious 
Bodies, Job 4. 19. Phil. 3. 21. . 

£Q: What Types or Fore- Appearances were there hereof! 

A. Adam Himſelf, as comprehending Humane Nature in his State of Holineſs and Bleſſed- 


neſs, even before his Fall, was but a Type of Him that was to come, and whodid indeed ſo Com- 


prehend all his Seed. The Firſt Sabbath was but a Type of the Great Sabbatiſm of the Second 
Adam, that Remains to the People of God in the World to come ; For This Sabbatiſm ther Remain'd, 
although the Works were Finy/h'd from the Foundation of the World: and That Paradiſe was but. a 
Type the Paradiſe of God, Romi.s.

cannot be better expounded to us. than in thoſe ſo Divine Words of our Lord in his Media- 
tory Prayer, John 17. 21. That they all may be one, as Thou Father art in Me, and Tin Thee, that 
They alſo may be one in Us, that the World may Believe that Thou haſt ſent Me ;, And the Glory which 
Thou gaveſt Me, have I given Them, that They may be one as We are one ;, 1 in Them, and Thou in 
Ae, that They may be made perfet# in One, and that the World may believe that Thont haſt ſent Me, 
and haſt loved Them as Thou baſt loved Me * Father, I will thit Thoſe which Thou haſt given Me, . 
may be with Me where I am, and may Bebold My Glory which Thou baſt given Me; For Thou lowedſt 
Me before the Foundation of the World - O Righteous Father, the World have not known Thee, but I *

£Q. What Ariſes from theſe Words to our preſent purpoſe ? | 

A. Firſt, That ſo High Expreſſions can fit no State, buwof God all 3: all, even as He was be- 
fore the Foundation of the World all in all ; and to which State our Lords Words ſo much re- 
fer: When all the Saints are thus one with God #n Chriſt, then is He thus all in all, as before the 
World began. Secondly, Thatas this State requires the Higheſt Purification, of which the 
Purification of the Virgins for the Royal Bed of Abaſuerus, is but a dark Emblem; fo no Expreſ- 
ſionsof ſuch a Preparatory Purification, but as before Repreſented in the New Feruſalem, and- 
Kingdom of Chriſt, can be parallel to ſuch a Purification . But they Reach it, and Admurably 
Reach it : The preſent State of San&ification is much too Low for it : The Purity of the Bride, 
the Lambs Wife, and of the Saints in this Kingdom, Riſes to it. Thirdly, All this Prepara- 
tion, and this Eternal Union, 1s in the Eternal Word, who was with the Father, and One with * 
Him, and whom the Fatber loved before the Foundation of the World : And He thus prepares his- 
Saints not only in this State (though here alſo) but in his Xingdom moſt Highly, Compleatly,.. 
Perfe&ly, and therefore eſpecially. Jobn 17. 24,26. 

Q, Give ine the ſecond way, how ſo Great a State, and fo High Expreſſions of it,. work to 
the Delivery up of the Kingdom to God all in all ? 

A. In that, although this Kingdom of Chriſt be ſo Holy, ſo Heavenly, ſo Pure, fo nmch 
of God in it, and ſo Happy, and Bleſled in Chrift, and in his Saints ; yet becauſe it is the 
Kingdom of the Man Chriſt Jeſus, and of his Saints in a viſible Created Glory , and not the- 
Higheſt Union to God All in All, Chriſt Gives this Laſt Declaration of the Name, that is, of 
the Nature and Glory of God ; He freely Delivers up this his Kingdom, and the Son, as in 
humane Nature, ſuffers moſt willingly that Glary of Himſelf,and of his Saints, to be Swallow- 
ed up by God All in All, and unites them with Himſelf to the Father, as He is the Etcrnal- word, 
andſo They are with bim for Ever, Bebolding the Glory He had with the Father, before the World”

A. The Infinite Richneſs of Grace having made in-All the Saints, the Great difference of Vni- 
0 20 Chriſt, inthe Glory of whoſe Righteouſmeſs They Appear, and thereby in the Participation 
of the-Divine Nature, Their Sins are 10 Blotted out through the Blood of the Lamb, in this State 
of Re-enclivening, as though They are ſought for, They cannot be found , And even the Wer's of the 
Few Moments of Holy Aion, as of Converts, how near Death ſocver Follow Them, and are 
fo enlarg'd by the Obedience of Chriſt, the Linne: white and clean, which is the” Righteouſneſs of 
#e Saiiits, that It Inveſts Them ; All which makes the difference betwixt the Saznts, and the 
Keprobate Inconceivable ; For the Talents, that the Keprobate might have here by General Grace 
to Adorn Them, are Tatea from Them, and All their Sins find them out, and are as the Gar- 
ment tat covers them, and the Girdle wherewith They are Girded continually ; Allowing yet 
the differences of Puniſhment betwixt the more and leſs Af licious Sinners, Ferem, 50.

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' A, Inthedeep and wiſe Fifpoſe of God ( beſides that Standard of Glorifying God bere on 
Earth ) the Spirits unreconciled to God in Chriſt, and unfanRtified, in the very moment where- 
in They leave the Body, become Dewviliſh, James 3. 15. and ſocan be no more chang'd after, 
than Devils; and the Bodies being laid down without any Seeds of the Divine Life, not the
